The Reafons which have determined 
J. Alfred Noveilo to reduce the price 
of his Mufical Publications ; the ma- 
jority of them to the full extent of 50 
per cent. 

During the laft twenty years there has been a progrefiive 
increafe in the culture of mufic. In the earlier part of 

this period, claflical works were publifhed only with great facrifice 
on the part of the printer, and the demand for fuch works 
was fo limited, that the coft of engraving, printing, and pay- 
ment to the Compofer, was obliged to be divided amongft a 
fmall number of copies, and this fmall number took many 
years to fell. 

Many works were thus placed within the reach of amateurs, 
which had been previoufly confined to the libraries of the few, 
and this facility tended much to increafe the mufical tafte 
which it was intended to fupply. Gradually claflical mufic 
was produced in greater abundance, but ftill the coft was 
obliged to be divided on the probable fale of but very few 
copies. 

It may not be amifs, by a few figures, more fully to explain 
the difficulty a publifher labours under when printing a book

The advance made in the culture of claflical mufic within 
the laft few years of the period firft mentioned, has fo much 
multiplied the buyers of the better clafs of mufic, that it has 
induced the experiments which I have been making by the 
publication of Oratorios and Church Mufic at prices which 
could only repay the firft outlay by the fale of numerous 
copies. 

On a careful consideration of the altered ftate of mufical 
tafte, and the fuccefs of the late experiments, two auejlions of 
fome moment have arifen, viz. : firft, whether the majority of 
the works I print might not be reduced in price with advan- 
tage to the public and the advancement of mufical tafte, and 
ftill with fafety to myfelf? — and fecondly, how far fuch re- 
duction would be juft to thofe who nave purchafed thefe works 
at the prices hitherto charged ? 

The firft auejlion after mature confideration, I have thought 
fhould be decided in the affirmative, for although the reduc- 
tion of the prices (in moft inftances full 50 per cent), will 
entail much the fame rifle as that incurred by the earlier 
editors of claflical mufic, yet it may be hoped that the dimi- 
nifhed coft, by the impetus it will give to the cultivation of 
mufic, will again have the effeft of creating frefli buyers in 
addition to thofe which already exift. 

The fecond auejlion may be beft anfwered by a confideration 
of the rafts, that the mufic they have purchafed could not have 
been publilhed at a lower price during the limited demand 
occafioned by the then ftate of mufical tafte, and that they 
have been compenfated by an earlier, a longer, and an exclufive 
enjoyment of it ; he whofe means and inclination enable him 
to indulge in green peas at a guinea the quart in January, does 
not complain becaufe every one can obtain the fame luxury for 
a (hilling the peck in June. 

I have thought it more juft to make this large reduction 
at once, in anticipation, as it were, of the growing tafte, than 
to make partial reductions, occurring feveral times; and the 
reduced price, marked in plain figures, is adjufted on an 
equitable fcale. 

I have thus fully ftated my reafons for making fo extenfive 
a change in price, in the hope of fatisfying any objections 
which might arife in the minds of fuch mufic-fellers and pro- 
feflbrs as do not take into confideration, that, by imparting to 
the Million the refinement of art, they are not only ufefully 
and honorably employed, but are not so liable to be affedled by 
fluctuations arifing out of the caprices of fafhion ; but left the 
object of affording the public increafed facilities fhould be im- 
peded by thofe who think this new arrangement injurious to 
them, I think it right here to ftate that my publications are
